Tense courtroom drama prevailed lost night in the Council 
Board Room as the Union Disciplinary Committee met for the 
first time this year to deal with 13 coses of "misparking" in 
the Union garage.

OTTAWA (CUP) - Students at Queen's University 
came out yesterday in overwhelming support of opening 
Senate and faculty board meetings to the public. 

The students voted 1450 to 354 In favor of the statement 
that "the present system of closed decision-making at Board 
of Trustees, Senate and Faculty Board meetings ought to be 
changed in order that the meetings be open to the students 
and faculty.*';. 

The Vcsults of the ballot revealed a tendency to favor 
the election of a rector on n part-time rather than a full-time 
basis, or complete al>nlitinn of the post. The rector would l>c 
a non-student representing student interests on the board.

Who IS running this place? 

^yà^^The^ recent events at Sir George Wil- 
IHiSmWunlversIty deserve our serious atten- 
tion and consideration. After an effective 
one-day strike called by tl^eir Students' Asso- 
ciation, the students took control of the 
university bookstore from the Administration. 
It is now under the direction of a committee 
on v/hich the students, and faculty (which 
sided with them in the strike) have a two- 
thirds majority. The day after the confron- 
tation, the Administration also gave the 
students four seats on the University Coun- 
cilili^The/^ students of Sir George are now 
pressing for greater pow,er in university de- 
cision-making. And they will gradually get it. 

More achieved in one day's action 
than in the months of endless discussion over 
the bookstore that had gone on prôviousiy. 
Only.after the students exerted their collecti- 
ve power did the Administration make the 



concession. In the negotiations the day be- 
fore the stnJtej^^Jhe^Adrnlni^^^^^ spat the 
student Vépreséntatîveis in the face — they 
refused to change their policies; they refus- 
ed to even recognize the right of the students 
to. have a voice in the making of bookstore 
policy ("Who's running this university any- 
way?" was the verbatim quote.) The next 
day the students replied by taking collective 
action to stop the functioning of the univer- 
sity. It was a massive and effective show of 
force, and it brought the Administration to 
its knees. 

By taking strike action to realize their 
demands, the Sir George students displayed" 
o level of sophistication that is too often 
lacking. For they knew that simply talking 
to the Administration wouldn't get them 
anywhere — they hod already tried that. The 
Administration wasn't going to give.up some 
of its power simply because If was asked to. 
It had to be hurt by the organized power of
